As tlvre was no indication of trou- 


ble lirill. Knappen and myself made 
up our minds to go back to Wali;;-r oa 
the boa', to be sent by Gen. Bacon for 
tne tents and rations for another day. 
We were down at the landing waiting 
for the row boats to take us to the 
steamer when a shot was heard. Im- 
mediately we ran back to the rest on 
the hill, when a volley came from the 
woods to the front of us. 


The soldiers were just about to be 


dismissed and for a moment 1 was at a 
loss to understand the significance of 
the firing. A second later another 
volley came and the bullets whistled 
past my head. "Run to cover," some 
one cried, and as the soldiers srabbe i 
iheir guns and ran to the left I hur- 
ried down to the beach where I wa> 
soon safely housed behind big boulders 
and brush. As I ran down, however, 
more bullets chased me, and it was a 
wonder that myself and those with me 
were not killed. 


"Steady, men, steady," was the first 


sound of a voice heard, and as I raised 
my head I could see Gen. Bacon run- 
ning aiOllg "IVlUi ills IfOOpa. 


"Get up in the firing line," was the 


next order 
given, and the men of

the direction from which the shots had 
been fired.

harder than ever.

The correspon- 
dent further says: "The result of this 
scheme is that the book manufacturer 
gets work out of many persons, some 
of whom leave good positions to ac- 
cept the enticing offer.

But he met with no 
support, so he resigned, and in doing 
so he recommended to the emperor aa 
his successor Count Okuma. The em- 
peror summoned Counts Okuma and 
Itagaki to the court, and they were in- 
trusted with the task of a cabinet for- 
mation, with the result that Okuma 
accepted the premiership and at the 
same time became minister of foreign 
affairs. The change in the ministry 
was at once announced and went into 
effect at once. Count Okuma is a na- 
tive of Hizen, a province of Kyusyu 
island, and is nearly 60 years old. But 
he still calls himself a young man. His 
father wae one of the Hizen clan, but 
was not blessed with an abundance of 
this world's goods. Meager as his op- 
portunities were, Okuma never neglect- 
pd an opportunity to cultivate the emi- 
nent scholars and leading men of his 
time, and he learned to take a deep in- 
terest In the affairs of his country. In 
1877 the Saigo rebellion took place, and 
following that the nation's finances be- 
came exceedingly disordered. It was 
then that he was appointed minister of 
finance, and deroonirtratPd 
his keen 


judgment in matters of state. He lat- 
er found himself at the head of the 
foreign office. 
Count Okuma is active 


in developing the modern eelpnces In 
Japan. In 1880, with that far-sighted 
study of the nation's noeds which char- 
acterizes all his movements, hfi found- 
ed an institution of leftrnlnR for young 
men.
